"Smog” has been reaching into 
the sacred confines of Sierra 
Madre and the situation In the 
Southland area Is becoming seri¬ 
ous as the dense clouds of eye- 
bumlng, throat Irritating blue 
haze continue to increase. 

It Is stated that lethal chlorine 
fumes, similar to gases used In 
I World War I, have been released 
into the air by a manufacturing 
plant on Long Beach Boulevard, 
which used 1000 pounds of chlor¬ 
ine a day, without any protec- 
, tlve filter. 

A letter was read at the City 
Council meeting Tuesday evening, 
reque.sting that Sierra Madre pass 
an ordinance on the "Smog” con¬ 
dition, believing that the if the 
16 foothill cities adopt a uniform 
' smoke abatement ordinance more 
might be accomplished in eradi¬ 
cating the nuisance, 

Jos. Swanson secured a price 
of $500 for a fence around the 
shuffleboard courts at the City 
Park, and about $100 to $1.50 for 
a 180 foot retaining wall. He 
recommended the construction of 
two or three courts for children.

hind. In western Europe a drought wiped out nearly half of 
summer s crops: +he wheat harvest alone was reduced 50 per 
cent in many countries. Besides, cattle and milk cows were 
killed or carried off by the thousands, Holland lost a quarter 
of hers, Italy, half. 

Small wonder, in view of the meager and unbalanced diets 
on which Europe's children have subsisted, that disease and 
death are on the rise among them. 

Unless food reaches te peoples of Europe and Asia in 
quantity between now and their fall harvest times, millions will 
fall victim to starvation and disease.

"Out of this 
world” is no exaggeration here, in 
the quiet evening, especially when 
one gazes at the ancient moss- 
covered draw bridge which spans 
the moat, still fastened by its im-1 
memorial but well - preserved i 
chain.

Its fine old stone mansions, set 
in gardens and groves, and 
glimpsed between and over the 
tops of hedges and stone walls— 
by which the FMglish people main¬ 
tain their cherished and mutually 
respected privacy—the odor of 
roses and honeysuckle and many 
another blossom distilled upon the 
soft July air bore in upon my 
mind forcibly for the first time 
the old adage "An Englishman’s 
house is his castle” and made me 
aware of the tenacious fondness 
the English people have for gar¬ 
dens,, which, unlike us, they make 
constant and dally use of—for 
rest, for tea. for conversation, for 
reading, for meditation, and for 
that unique and gay English in¬ 
stitution, the garden party. (Read 
Catherine Mansfield’s incompar¬ 
able short-story masterpiece, ‘"The 
Garden Party!”) 

'The Cathedral and the Bishop’s 
Palace adjoining, both dating back 
to the early 12()0’s and in excellent 
state of preservation would arrest 
the attention of the most unlettered 
person—even of the Philistine—for 
their striking appearance and 
beauty. 'The Cathedral, as one 
approaches its front, presents a 
facade of perpendicular Gothic 
150 wide, which Includes two 
soaring north and south towers, 
over 100 feet high, relatively 
square at the top, the steeples 
and pinacles never having been 
added -nor are they needed.

TRUMAN’S FIRST YEAR 


A year has passed since the news of Franklin Roosevelt's sudden 
death stunned the world on April 12, 1945. 

It has been an historic, fast-moving year crowded with more 
timeless events than might ordinarily occur in a century. Outstand¬ 
ing developments were the birth of the United Nations and the 
death of Hitler's Reich, the beginning of the Atomic Age and the 
end of Jap dreams of conquest. 

It has been a rugged year for the man who was swept by fate 
out of the "Throttlebottom" obscurity of the vice-presidency into 
the glare of the world spotlight. Harry Truman didn't want to be 
President but fate doesn't wait on personal preferences. 

Now on the completion of his first twelve months in the White 
House the political appraisers in Washington are weighing the 
achievements and failure of his Administration up to this point. All 
agree that "Harry S." is not a brilliant President—but Mr. Truman 
is first to admit that. 

Up until V-J Day the President enjoyed remarkable success and 
comparatively smooth sailing. Since tnen fiis failure to cope effect¬ 
ively with the labor situation has weighed against him. The widen¬ 
ing split of the New Dealers and the Southern Democrats has weak¬ 
ened his position as the party leader. Some of his recent appoint¬ 
ments have been sharply—and justly— condemned. Yet, in spite 
of the criticisms leveled at him the President still maintains a re¬ 
markably high degree of popularity among the masses. 

All things considered, Mr. Truman has survived the ordeal of his 
first year rather well. But his record in the next three years will 
determine whether he is forced to bow out in '49 or is returned to 
the Presidency "on his own."
